However, following 
completion of the retread job there 
were several automobile wrecks 
caused by the unfinished should- 
ers. 

A great deal of dissatisfaction 
was aired over the condition 1 
which the shoulders -were lert 
after the retread job. State Road 
Department officials were asked 
tordo- something about it. The 
work being done this week by Mr. 
Papy’s crew of workmen is the 
much appreciated answer from the 
State Road Department. 


Conner’s Highway 
Work Progressing 


Work of clearing and patching 
Conner’s Highway between Canal 
Point and Twenty-Mile Bend is 
progressing satisfactorily, accord- 
ing to an official of the State Road 
Department this week. With favor- 
able weather conditions the con- 
tractor should. complete the _ job 
within 75 days. 

The emergency dike, which was 
thrown up on the highway during 
the hurricane-and flood last fall, is 
being moved off the highway. The 
J. D. Manly . Construction Com- 
pany of Leesburg, Florida, has the 
contract for the job. Following re- 
moval of the dike from the high- 
wey the company will patch the 
washed-out road and put a new 
sand seal on it. ` k 

Much conjecturé abounds as to 
whether or not the sand seal wil! 
be sufficient to render the road 
usable again. “If it isn’t there is 
possibility that the State Road 
Department will issue new . in- 
structions to the contractor to use 
another method which‘will be’ sat- 
isfactory. 

At the Feb. 9 meeting -of the 
State Road Board in Tampa im- 
diate action was sought ori, re- 
iring the much-discussed high- 
way. There were some who said 
that the SRD wouldn't grant a re- 
quest for repair to the highway. 
However, the request was made 
and the SRD granted it. Work was 
started in a matter of ten days 
after the request was made in 
Tampa.,

Ed Lake Seeks Job 
As County Judge 


Judge Ed Lake of West Palm 
Beach yesterday. announced his 
candidacy for the office of Coun- 
ty Judge, subject to the May Dem- 
ocratic Primary, and stated that 
his major objective as County 
Judge would be the protection of 
inheritances from excessive fees 
and charges. 

Judge Lake has been engaged 
in the general practice of law for 
more than nineteen years, and has 


been- Municipal Judge of West 
Palm Beach since 1936, except for 
three years in the. United States 
Marine Corps during the last war. 
His term of office expiring while 
he was in the service, he announc- 
ed that he would not seek re-elec- 
tion during the war in order that 
the people might elect their own 
Judge. Following his return he 
was elected without opposition. Of 
thousands-of cases before him as 
Judge, only three sentenées have 
been set aside by -higher courts. 

After serving as intelligence and 
legal officer at the Marine .Corps 
Air Station, Parris Island, where 
he received a letter of commenda- 
tion for- services as Judge Advo- 
cate- ard defense counsel, he re- 
viewed court martial cases in the 
loffice of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
éral of the Navy in Washington. 
At-his request he was sent over- 
seas and served as Assistant Legal 
Officer for Fleet Marine ` Forc 
Headquarters, Pacific, and as a 
member of the General Court Mar- 
tial there. n 

A graduate of the University of 
Florida Law School, Judge’ Lake 
lis also a member of the State and 
County Bar Associations, Ameri- 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, and Elks. 

His opponent will be Judge 
Richard ` P. Robbins of Palm 
Beach, who is completing his 
twenty fifth year in office. 

The compensation of the office 
is $7,500 as County Judge, $1200 
as Judge of the County Court and 
$500 as Judge- of the Jyvenile 
Court, totaling: $9,200 per year, 
together with fees received for 
solemnizing marriages.

Another thing many voters lose 
sight of is that while legislators 
are chosen to represent counties or 
districts, the welfare of all the 
People within the borders of the 
state are in a large measure af- 
fected by their actions. 

For this reason it i9 important 
in selecting a senator or represent- 
ative, to pick a man of broad vis- 
ion who, while alert to project and 
serve his own county or district, 
will not lose sight of the fact that 
he has a, greater obligation to 
serve and protect the people of his 
state. 

Sectionalism has`long been a 
detriment to state progress and 
advancement. Selfishness and pet- 
ty jealousies have pitted one sec- 
tion against another.
